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~ Tax Account Numbers Interstate Highway 
Are Now Required 


The Internal Revenue Service 
said today taxpayers who receive 
dividend or interest income that 
the law requires them to give 
their tax account number to the 
organizations that pay the in- 
come. For individual taxpayers, 
the tax account number is the 
Social Security number. 

Although most taxpayers have 
supplied their numbers to banks, 
savings institutions, life insurance 
companies, and _ businesses in 
which they own stocks or bonds, 
the IRS said some taxpayers still 
have not done so, As a result, an 
intensive program to obtain these 
numbers is in progress. 

IRS pointed out that there is a 
penalty for failure to supply a 
tax account number where it is 
required, 

Business firms are required to 
report to IRS dividends or inter- 
est of $10 or more paid to any 
individual during a calendar 
year. The information returns 
(Forms 1099 and 1096) are com- 


pared with individual income tax| 


returns to determine whether in-| 
come is reported and is in the! 
full amount 

Payers must also furnish reci- 


pients of dividends and interest 
with a statement of total 
ments for the year if they amount

Program Growing 


Register Boats 
With Probate 
Judge In “66 


Conservation Director Claude 
D. Kelley announced Friday that 
Judge of Probate offices in all 
Alabama counties are authorized 
to issue duplicate and transfer 
boat registration certificates. 
Under an amendment to Water 
Safety Regulation No. 13, the pro- 
bate judges were authorized to 
handle these boat registrations, 
beginning Oct. 1. 

The amendment was passed at 
the request of the probate judges 
jand for the convenience of boat- 
lers in their local counties. 

The first three sections of the 
amendment read as follows: 

Section 1 — The probate judges 
jand license commissioners of the 
|various counties of this state may 
issue boat transfer certificates, 
transferring the ownership of a 
registered boat on forms furnish- 
led by the Division of Water Safe-| 
ty, Department of Conservation, | 
providing the boat’s last registra- 
tion record with the county 
where application is being made;

YOUR HEALTH 


TETANUS 
Tetanus kills from 50 to 80 per 
cent of people who contract the 
disease, There is slight excuse for 
such deaths. Immunization to tet- 
anus is easy, inexpensive, effect- 


ive, and free of reactions. All 
persons in good or even fair 
health should be immunized 
against tetanus, 

Protection through immuniza- 


tion lasts there to five years at 
least, and in some individuals it 
lasts a lifetime. The immunity to 
tetanus is maintained at a high 
level with booster shots of teta- 
nus toxoid at intervals of no more 
than five years. Shots are also 
given at the time of each injury 
where the danger of tetanus ex- 
ists. 

Tetanus is popularly known as 
lockjaw because it causes painful 
contractions of the jaw and neck, 
and later of the rest of the body. 
Organisms which have their hab- 
itat in the intestinal tract of ani- 
mals, usually horses, and which 
exist and survive in soil are the 
cause of tetanus. These organisms 
prefer an airless medium, as in 
a closed wound, where they pro- 
duce harmful poisons which travel 
along nerves to the brain. 

Man may become infected by 
the introduction of contaminated 
soil into cuts, puncture wounds, 
and abrasions. Immunization is 
desirable early in life and is com-

Dividends Must 
Be Reported 


The Internal Revenue Service 
said today that payers of divi- 
lends and interest income who 
have not requested taxpayer iden- 
tifying numbers from stockhold- 
ers, depositors, or other income 
recipients, may incur penalties 
upon continued failure to comply | 
with the law. 

The IRS 


said that compliance 
with the dividend and_ interest 
reporting requirements has gen- 
erally been good, but pockets of 
noncompliance still exist. 

The law requires business 
firms to file Forms 1099 and 1096 
by February 28, 1966, on divi- 
dends or interest of $10 or more 
paid or credited to an account in 
‘alendar year 1965, and to furn- 
ish statements to payees. The 
payments reported to IRS must | 
»e identified by the tax account | 
number of the recipient. 

This reporting requirement also 


covers payments of rents, royal- 
ties, pensions, annuities and cer- 
tain other types of income when 
they amount to $600 or more a 
year. 

The IRS said that paying insti- 
tutions, trade organizations and 
other business groups have con- 
ducted extensive educational and 


informational campaigns on inter- 
est and dividend reporting re- 
quirements since they became ef- 
fective in 1963, and on the need 
for taxpayer identifying numbers. 

Results of the programs have

“That's why we recommend 
moistening the nuts before crack- 
ing and either freezing or canning 
them for storage,” she adds. 

The Extension food preserva- 
tion specialist suggests three 
ways to crack pecans, 

—Double a towel or clean cloth 
sack, spread flat, cover with 
three layers of pecans and spread 
the towel back over nuts. Dampen 
thoroughly, allow to remain over- 
night and crack the next day. 

—Place enough water in a pres- 
Sure canner or sauce pan to cover 
the rack in the bottom. Fill with 
pecans and steam under five 
pounds pressure for 10 minutes, 

—Half fill a large pot with 
water and let boil. Dump in pe- 
cans, making sure they’re all 
under water, boil five minutes and 
drain. Spread the nuts and let dry 
before cracking. This is the fast- 
est and easiest method of the 
three. 

To can the nuts, Miss Downey 
recommends packing the meat 
firmly into clean, dry, standard 
canning jars and sealing with a 
two-piece metal Idi. She says to 


place the jars in a hot waterbath 
in which the water is about two 
inches deep. Let boil for 30 min- 
utes, Remove jars from water and 
place on rack to cool, 
tighten jar ring even if it’s loose. 
To freeze, place shelled nuts in 
moisture-vapor proof freezer con- 
tainers and seal. Label and store 
at zero degrees or beolw. 
Canned pecans will keep for 
one year, while frozen ones are 
good for 18 months or longer.

In reporting this today, William 
\J. Driver, Administrator of Vet- 
jerans Affairs, said some 4,606,000 
lveterans are eligible to receive 
the dividend payments, which will 
be made throughout the year on 
the anniversary dates of the indi- 
vidual policies, 

Although the amounts due in- 
dividual veterans will vary consid- 
lerably, depending on the veteran's 
age, the amount and type of in- 
surance in force, and other fac- 
tors, the amount to be paid in 
1966 averages out at $47.50 for 
World War IU policyholders and 
at $73.75 for World War I policy- 
holders.

Changes Made In 
Absentee Voting 


Changes have been made by 
the Legislature in absentee voting 
laws. These laws, constantly 
hanged by the legislature, are 
important to those whose regular 
business keeps them out of the 
county on election day. 

Persons regularly employed out 
of the county may appear before 
the Board of Registrars at a 
time not less than 30 days before 
an election and qualify to vote 
absentee. Once on this absentee 
list the voter must vote an absen- 
tee ballot so long as his name 
remains on the absentee list. He 
must cast his ballot in person in 
the office of the Circuit Clerk 
not more than 20 nor less than 5 
days before an election. This is 
the same regulations that have 
governed for the past several 
years, except that formerly a per- 
son had to apply to the Board of 
Registrars by March 1 to be 
placed on the absentee list. 

Armed forces personnel and 
their wives, where they live at 
their husbands post of duty, may 
vote absentee ballot by making ap- 
plication through their command- 
ing officer. This applies to dis- 
abled veterans confined in a V.A. 
facility. These persons may apply 
for an absentee ballot not more 
than 45 days nor less than five 
days before an election. 

Persons confined in a hospjtal 
or home may make application at 
the office of the Circuit Clerk for 
un absentee ballot. 

For the first time in many 
years, college students may vote 
an absentee ballot. They must ob- 
tain a form from the register of 
the college in which they are en- 
rolled, send it to the office of the 
Circuit Clerk; and this must be 
done not more than 45 days nor 
less than 5 days before the elec- 
tion.

This exemption applies to all 
persons serving in the Armed 
Forces whether in the Vietnam 


combat zone or not. Persons who 
wish to claim poll tax exemption 
on the basis of this new ruling 
should take some documentary 
evidence of such service to the 
Probate Office and there claim 
the exemption. The Probate Of- 
fice will issue the exemption on 
the request of a member of his 
family, where the serviceman is 
away from Shelby County and un- 
able to claim the exemption in 
persons, 


This recently issued Opinion of 
the Attorney General was dated 
December 20, 1965, The other 
period of service for which poll 
tax exemption is allowed ended 
on January 31, 1955. 


February 1 is the last day that 
poll tax may be paid under the 
state law. Persons who plan to 
register may pay this poll tax 
now and register after February 
1. 

October 1 is the date the poll 
tax falls due. The status of a 
person on this date determines 
the amount of poll tax due. If one 
becomes 21 after October 1, he 
may register and vote without 
payment of the tax. Since only a 
years residency is required to 
register to vote, a person eligible 
to register who has been in the 
state on only one October 1, would 
owe only $1.50; residency in Ala- 
bama on two October 1 would re- 
quire payment of $3.00. In no 
event does a person owe more 
than $3.00 in back poll tax.

NAIL BITING 


Nail-biting is indulged in by 
children and adults of all ages 
and of both sexes. Not an attrac- 
tive habit, it is surprisingly com- 
mon in cases of anxiety neurosis. 
Children bite their finwer-nails as 
a follow-up of sucking their 
thumbs, 


In former treatment of 
nail-biting in children 
heroic measures, The child was 
rebuked by parents in an attempt 
to shame him out of his so-called 
bad habit. Fingers were painted 
With bitter aloes or quinine, and 
gloves were put on the child at 
bedtime. In some extreme in- 
stances, the hands were encased 
in splints to make the nails in- 
accessible to the child. If the 
child had been nervous or anxious 


years, 


before, such drastic treatment in-| 


creased his neurotic symptoms 
and sometimes led to real trouble. 

Now it is generally accepted 
that most children respond with- 
out preventive treatment. In- 
stead, physicians and child guid- 


ance directors endeavor to find 
substitute outlets for the child’s 
aggression,

rental bickerings, frequent change | 


of residence, or birth of another 
child in the family is often mir- 
rored in evidences of conflict 
such as nail-biting. The child of- 
ten feels guilt, largely caused by 
parental disapproval; and _ this 
guilt may greatly increase the 
child’s difficulty. Guilt sensation 
brings fear of punishment which 


causes more nail-biting, then more | 


guilty feelings and more fear. 


Play therapy is frequently a 


means of distracting the child 
from his nail-biting.

The following 


information ap- 
plies to the poll tax paying period 
from October 1, 1965, to Feb. 1, 
166, and to payments made under 
the Federal Voting Rights Act of 
1065 after Feb. 1 by persons who 
register after January 1, 1966, 
In Which Group Are You? 


Group 1: Persons born on or 
hefore Oct. 1, 1919 — You are 
automatically exempt from all 


poll taxes and need only register, 

Group 2: Persons born Oct. 2, 
1919, through Oct. 1, 1920 — If 
you paid a poll tax of $1.50 any- 
where in Alabama between Oct. 
1, 1964, and Feb. 1, 1965, you have 
completed payments and are ex- 
empt in the future. If you did not 
make this payment, you must pay 
$1.50 in the 1965-66 payment 
period to vote starting Feb. 1, 
1966. You will be exempt in the 
future. (Except persons coming 
to Alabama Oct. 2, 1964, or after 
who owe nothing.) 

Group 3: Persons born Oct. 2, 
1920 through Oct. 1, 1943 — You 
must have paid somewhere in 
Alabama $1.50 for the 1965 poll 
tax year and must pay $1.50 for 
the 1966 poll tax year (paid by 
Feb. 1, 1966) or must pay $3.00 
to the Tax Collector by Feb. 1, 
1966, in order to vote any time 
prior to Feb. 1, 1967. You must 
inform the Probate office if any 
of the above was paid in another 
county. (Except persons coming 
to Alabama Oct. 2, 1964, to Oct. 
1, 1965, who owe $1.50 and those 
coming on or after Oct. 2, 1965, 
who owe nothing.) 

Group 5: Persons born Oct. 2, 
1943, through Oct. 1, 1944 — You 
owe only one year of tax and 
must have paid $1.50 by Feb. 1, 
1966, in order to vote any time 
prior to Feb. 1, 1967. (Except at 
any election held prior to Feb. 
1, 1966, and except coming to 
Alabama on or after Oct, 2, 1965, 
who owe nothing.) _ 

Group 5: Persons born on or 
after Oct. 2, 1944 — You do not 
owe a poll tax payment until Oct. 
1, 1966, to Feb. 1,,1967. You may 
vote at any time after you regis- 
ter. It is unlawful to’ register 
sooner than the day before your 
21st birthday. 

Group 6: Veterans of «wartime 
service — Includes Korean War 
for period to Jan. 15, 1955. You 
are exempt from all poll taxes if 
you present proof of service to 
Probate Judge’s office and obtain 
a “Poll Tax Exemption Certifi- 
cate.” You need do this only once 
as long as you live in the same 
county. Present your certificate of 
registration when seeking exemp- 
tion you need not take either to 
the polling place to vote. (Annual 
exemption slips may be obtained 
by members of the National 
Guard. Contact Probate Office for 
information.) 

Note To All Poll Tax Payers 

It is your responsibiilty to 
know whether you owe $1.50 or 
$3.00 poll tax. The Tax Collector 
has no records to show him what 
you owe. The Probate Judge 
makes the decision as to whether 
you have paid the correct amount 
or not. Poll tax payments may 
be made only between Oct. 1, each 
year, except by perosns who reg- 
ister after Jan. 1. Once you reg- 


ister, then after the next Feb. 1,| 


your poll tax status is frozen for 
a full year after each Feb. 1. If 
you registered prior to Feb. 1, 
1965, and are now in arrears one 
year on poll tax payment. You 
can pay it between Oct. 1, 1965,

NEEDY BLIND RECEIVE 
$70 MONTHLY 


Nearly three-fourths of Ala- 
bama's needy blind now receive 
monthly payments of as much as 
$70, Governor George C Wallace 
announced. 


He cited 1963 state legislation) 


which fixed $70 as the maximum 
(unexempt income plus payment) 
for this category unless there 
were certain special needs. The 
law also made other improve- 
ments in the program, Prior to 
the legislation, payments were 
below $50 on a monthly average. 

A breakdown of the more than 
1,900 payments each month show- 
ed only a little over 12 per cent 
below $40, representing persons in 


nursing homes for whom the 
money payment covered only 
clothing and _ incidentals, and 


those either with unearned income 
or other resources that must be 
considered in determining need. 

Up to $85 of a blind person's 
earned income is disregarded in 
figuring his need, as well as half 
of any additional earned income. 
However, such benefits as social 
security, retirement or pensions, 
and income from securities are 
deducted from the amount budget- 
ed to determine the amount of the 
payment. 

More than 11 per cent of the 
blind received from $55-$69. When 
added to, the 71.5 per cent receiv- 
ing as much as $70, relatively few 
received the lesser amounts. Near- 
ly 85 per cent of the blind re- 
ceived more than the average for 
all blind in early 1963.

adopted a rotation plan for the 
1966 elections and that already 
quite a few counties have an- 


nounced that they would no longer 
be bound by a rotation agreement 
that existed before the legislature 
was reapportioned. Mr. McDow 
stated that local government is 
at a crossroads in Alabama. Be- 
cause of recently enacted reappor- 
tionment eight of the larger coun- 
ties will have a balance of power 
in the State House of Represen- 
tatives and the State Senate. This 
balance of power will threaten the 
present formula for the distribu- 
tion of road money, school funds, 
and other state revenues. McDow 


stated that the self-interest of 
the small counties dictates that 
representation by experienced, 


senior Senators is much more im- 
portant than a _ rotation policy 
that insures a new Senator from 
each of the small county districts 
every four years. He stated that 
an experienced Senator can more 
ably protect the interest of the 
small counties than one, who, of 
necessity, must spend the import- 
ant first months of the first leg- 
islative session “learning the 
ropes” and becoming acquainted 
with his colleagues.

SIGNUP PERIOD ANNOUNCED 
FOR 1966 DIVERSION 
PROGRAMS 

The signup for the 1966 pro- 
grams for wheat, feed grains, and 
cotton will start on January 31, 
1966, Chairman, Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Coun- 
ty Chairman, announced today, 
The signup deadline will be April 
1, 1966, 

For the long-term Cropland Ad- 
justment Program (CAP), the 
signup will begin on the same 
date as for the commodity pro- 
grams, January 31, 1966; the 
signup deadline for CAP will be 
announced later. Producers whe 
file intentions under CAP but ck 
not enter into final agreements 
will have 15 days to file applica- 
tions to take part in one or more 
of the annual commodity pro- 
grams after applicants withdraw 
or after the County Committee 
notifies them that no agreement 
will be available. 

The Chairman explained that, 
for 1966, a flexible schedule of 
signups has been adopted through- 
out the country, with each ASC 
State Committee determining the 
most appropriate period for the 
activity. In most states, the sign- 
j}up period is uniform in all coun- 
ties. 

In general, both the commodity 
programs and CAP call for diver- 


|sion of crop acreage into an ap- 
proved conserving use. By meet- 
ing the 
farmers become eligible for vari- 
ous benefits in the form of pay- 
ments and also for loans under 
the commodity programs, 

However, Mr. McDanal remind-

Inquiry Approved 


The investigation of the Ku Klux 
Klan was formally begun on 
March 30th of last year with the 
unanimous approval by committee 
members of a resolution approv- 
ing the study. On April 14, 1965, 
the full House of Representatives 
gave its approval to the investiga- 
tion by voting $50,000 to finance 
the inquiry. Open hearings 
commenced on October 19th. 

Klan leaders in various states 
were subpenaed to testify, and 
they were ordered to 
corporate and records in 
their possession The seven leaders 
cited for contempt of Congress 
last week refused to produce the 
subpenaed records, although they 
did not deny that the records ex- 
isted or that they had the records 
in their possession. Instead, they 
based their refusal on the self-In- 
crimination clause of the Fifth 
Amendment.

~ AUTO ACCIDENTS 
AND CAUSES 


By Trooper Bill Bradshaw 


In Shelby County, for the month 
of January 1966, the troopers 
have investigated twenty four 
accidents!’ We have had three peo- 
ple injured and ‘thousands of dol- 
lars in property damage. 

In the~few lines following, I 
will take two of our major causes 
of accidents and what we as a 
driver can do to prevent them. 

First as always, “speed” has 
been the major cause of our acci- 
dents. Speeding a lot of time, does 
not mean you were exceeding the 
posted speed limit. In our speed 
law, it quotes, you shall drive at 


a SAFE AND REASONABLE 
speed, not to exceed the posted 
speed limit. 


There in these two words, SAFE 
AND REASONABLE, we find out 
a lot as why speed is our No. 1 
cause, We all know .that in day- 
time, our speed limit is 70 M.P.H. 
on four lanes, and 60 M.P.H. on 
two lanes. Now we will try to 
explain how you could be speeding 
on a two lane and not going over 
sixty. 

For example, it has been rain- 
ing and we will take Ala. No, 25. 
From Columbiana to Calera As 
we know there has been many 
accidents on this road due to the 
surface and curves. 

You as a motorist are driving 
this road at forty M.P.H..As you 
go around one of those sharp 
curves you lose control of your 
vehicle and go off the road and 


tell us you were going forty 
M.P.H. On our investigating re- 
port we would list excessive or 
safe speed as being the cause of 
this accident. Because you proba- 
bly could have made this curve 
at a lesser speed, 


So.there above you can see.why 
speed is listed a lot of times as 
being the cause of an accident, 
when actually, you were not ex- 
ceeding the posted speed limit.

You 
could be arrested for speeding at 
forty M.P.H. if the road condition 
so warrants it. 


Now we take the number two 
cause of our accidents. Wrong side 
of road, This as speed can be very 
easy to overcome. A lot of ouf 
wrong side of the roads accidents 
are caused by nothing more than 


carelessness or inattention. 


For example, you are driving 
and you look off to the side or 
maybe you are lighting a cigarette 
and your front fender just gets 
across the center line and you are 
hit by an oncoming vehicle. On 
the report you are listed as being 
on the wrong side of the road 
Another example, you are pulling 
out to pass a vehicle and are hit 
head on by an oncoming vehicle. 
This can be one of our worst 
types of on the wrong side of the 
road. 


So to summarize in a few short 
words, if everyone would use more 


common sense in driving, the

Growth Remarkable 


The growth of the prayer break- 
fast movement over the past 14) 
years has indeed been remarkable. 
As a result of the Washington 
breakfast, almost every governor 
now holds an annual prayer break- 
fast with the leaders of his state. 
Also, many heads of state of other 
nations have begun similar meet- 
ings with their national leaders. 


We are all aware, of course, that 
the constitutional separation of 
church and state is one of the 
foundations of our system of gov- 
ernment here in the United States. 
Yet, nothing prevents government 
and lay leaders from holding pri-| 
vate meetings to pray and to ask 
devine guidance for our nation Al- 
thouugh many public meetings 
may begin with a brief prayer, the 
breakfast gatherings on the na-| 
tional and state level are devoted 
entirely to the theme of religion. | 
Incidentally, these prayer break- 
fast groups are nonsectarian and 
are led by Jaymen—not by clergy- 
men.

theSenate. As a matter of fact, |

This free 
food is not sufficient to provide 
all the groceries necessary for a 
month but it is adequate to sup- 
ply a large portion of the diet, 
thus leaving money available for 
medicine, doctor bills, clothes, and 
other necessities. A _ total of 
$84,401.39 was paid to “pension- 
ers” in December; most of whick 
was spent with Shelby County 
business men, 

In addition to the aged there 
are three other principal classes 
of people assisted by the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security; 
the blind, the dependent children, 
and the totally and permanently 
disabled. In Shelby County in De- 
cember there were 26 blind per- 
sons receiving aid; 175 ‘aniilies 
receiving aid for 573 dependent 
children, and 178 disabled persons 
receiving aid. Average aid to the 
blind was $61.35; $47.01 por fam- 
ily receiving aid for dependent 
children, and 178 disabled persons 
receiving aid.

LEMON “AIDS” 


If you have ever been on the 
short end of a bargain you may 
have said, “That was a real le- 
mon”. Your solution is to make a! 
“lemonade”; in other words make 
the best of it. Strickly speaking, 
the citrus fruit, the lemon, has} 
quite a number of uses. For exam-| 
dipping cut fruits such as 
peaches, apples and pears in lemon | 
juice helps to prevent browning. 
Cooking potatoes in water which

la little lemon juice has been add- 


ed helps to keep the potatoes white. 
Be sure to add only a_ small 
amount about halfway through the 
cooking period. Otherwise the pot- 
atoes may become hard. 

Lemon juice can be used as a 
marinade for a tenderizing effect | 
on thinner cuts of meat. 

Since the juice of the lemon is 
relatively acid, care should be tak- 
en in cooking with lemon juice so 
the consistency of the product will 
not be altered. For example, add le- 
mon juice to Corn starch mixtures 
such as lemon pie filling after it 
is cooked to prevent thinning of 
the filling. To prevent curdling or 
milk in recipes that use both lemon 
juice and milk always add lemon 
juice to milk and not milk to lemon | 
juice. One lemon should give about 
2 Tablespoons of juice, but the

FISH KILL ON 
COOSA RIVER 


Fishery biologists of the De- 
partment of Conservation are con- 
tinuing their investigation of a 
recent fish kill on the Coosa River 
below Gadsden.

But if 
he has to get a qualified voter of 
that box to sign with him and face 
a possible perjury indictment for 
falsely swearing, then he would, 
no doubt, be blocked in such an ef- 
fort.

Next Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday are the last days for 
Voters to register as absentee vot- 
hefore the May Srd_ primary 
election.

SOUTH AFRICAN PIGS 
|GET WINE WITH FOOD 


Pigs just never had it as good 
as those in South Africa. 

An experimental group of pigs 
in Johannesburg was fed a pint of 
| white wine each day with regular 
| meals. And apparently it served 
as a pretty good appetier. 

The pigs showed almost a 10 
per cent improvement in feed con- 
version and they consumed less 
feed than normal to reach the 
slaughter weicht of 200 pounds. 


| 


Carcass anilysis showed that 
the diet didn’t lead to excess fat 
deposits. The wine supply helped 
the animals make better use of 
what they ate. 

Researchers think the pigs may 
have used wine as a direct source 
of energy; it may have acted as 
an appetier; or the wine may have 
acted as a_ tranquillier, causing 
pigs to exert less energy. 

An interesting observation 
showed that the pigs which con- 
trolled their food and wine intake 
relaxed and went to sleep. But 
those who took too much wine and 
became tipsy were nervous.

In Alabama, compnsation for 


service-connected disabilities and 
pension for total and permanent 
nonservice-connected disabilities 
were paid to 57, 969 living vterans 
in the amount of $56, 014, 891. 

Death compensation and pension 
were paid to the dependents of 
in the 
amount of $23,507,199. 

Certain G. I. insurance dividend 
and indemnity payments totaling 
$13,171,880 were made to veterans 
and their beneficiaries. 

An average of 280 disabled vet- 
erans of fWorld War II and the 
Korean Conflict in Alabama train- 
ed during the year under the vo- 
cational rehabilitation act to over- 


jeome the handicaps of their disa- 


bilities. They received $530,407 in 
subsistence, tuition, supplies and 
equipment. 

An average of 194 veterans 
trained during the year under the 
World War II and the Korean GT 
Bills.

I come to you with an issue I know will be one of 
deep concern, and that is law enforcement in Shelby 
; County, At the rate our County is growing, I feel like 
your sheriff's office needs up-grading to a higher level 
of efficiency. To accomplish this we must have dedicated 
men who are interested in law enforcement and law en- 
forcement alone. 
If you elect me as your sheriff I will implement the 
following platform and with your help I will do my best 
to carry it out. 


——— 


1. Your sheriff's office will be dedicated to law enforce- 
ment. 

2. I will look for and hire the best men possible for 
deputies, men of good character, honest, level head- 
ed, and acceptable to the citizens of Shelby County. 

3. A work schedule for deputies will be set up so as to 
have at least one deputy standing by with office per- 
sonel (day and night) to handle any call or emergency 
that is called in by citizens. I feel like if a person 
needs the sheriff, it’s like needing a doctor, you need 
him right then. 

4. Deputies will be sent to the police academy on a ro- 
tation basis until each one has attended. Then each 
deputy would be required to specialize in a particu- 
lar phase of law enforcement — example, one would 
be required to specialize in burglaries and larcency, 
one for narcotics, one for homicides, one to work 
with and handle juvenile problems, etc. 

5. Your sheriff's office will be open 24 hours a day and 
will be operated in a business and orderly manner. 
If a person had business at the sheriff's office he 
would not have to take the whole dav off from work 
to get minor things accomplished. Procedures for 
handling prisoners would be strictly followed. 

6. Deputies will work while on duty. They will Keep in 
close touch with other law enforcement officials in 
the county (highway patrol, city policemen, consta- 
bles) and will be required to work and patrol with

The funds provided in this mea- 
sure, the Second Supplemental 
Appropriation Bill of 1966, are to 
be used during the current fiseal 
year which ends on June 30th.

Although this Second Supple- 
mental Appropriation Bill contain- 
ed funds for domestic spending, 
the larger part of the money was 
for non-controversial expenditures.

nel, postal workers, and federal! 
civil service employees. Legislation | 
authorizing these pay increases 
was enacted last year during the 
First Session of the Congress.

On Hog Farm 


(Extension Dept.) 


Patience, ingenuity, hard work— 
Isadore Niven of Shelby County 
used them all to develop a suc- 
cessful hog business. 

The Kingdom community farm- 
er began with two gilts 12 years 
ago and now has 42 sows,.a mod- 
ern farrowing house and concrete 
finishing lots. 

Auburn University Extension 
Farm Agent Joel Thompson calls 
Niven’s hog farm “one of the most 
efficiently managed in Shelby 
County and in the state. 

Mr. Niven has run into many 
problems in developing his busi- 
ness through trial and error. The 
first five years he raised his hogs 
on the ground, “But the fifth 
year,” Niven says, “disease, worms 
and mud caught up with me.” 

Concrete has helped a_ great 
deal, he says. It removed the mud 
problem and made it easier to pre- 
vent parasites and disease. When 
his pigs began to come down with 
pneumonia he fought back by 
heating the concrete and by warm- 
ing the water he used to spray on 
them during the hot summer 
months, He did this by running 
cold well water through 2 or 3 
fifty gallon drums out in the sun 
before spraying over hogs. 

To control parasites, the hog 
raiser put his pigs on good graz- 
ing, gave them worm treatments

drains from the house into a dis- 
posal tank, can now be spread over 
the fields. 

But at one time getting the ma- 
nure pumped out of the tanks pos- 
ed a big problem. 

“The pump was going to cost 
me about $500, so I built a vacuum 
type pump using the vacuum from 
my tractor engine.” It works per- 
fectly, Niven reports, and it only 
cost about $50. However, I event- 
wally plan to use a lagoon for dis- 
posing of the manure, says Mr. 
Niven. 

Feeding was once a problem too, 
but now the farmer has an electric 
mix mill, which allows Niven to 
mix and grind his own corn with 
the desired protein supplement 
ration. The result has been a bet- 
ter and fresher ration and reduced 
labor costs. The lessened labor 
load caused by the mix mill and 
the easy-to-clean concrete allow 
Niven and his wife to do all the 
work themselves. 

“Niven has solved a myriad of 
problems in the 12 years by plan- 
ning ahead and adopting new 
practices when they were called 
for,” says Thompson. 

“When we have a farmer who 
wants to go into the hog business 
today,” says the Extension agent, 
“we suggest that he sees Isadore 
Nivens’ operation before he builds 
his facilities.”

Course Planned 


On Saturday, May 7th, a Civil 


{Defense Shelter Management 
;course will be held at the Civil 
Defense Building in Columbiana. 


|The course will be under the di- 
|rection of the University of Ala- 
bama Civil Defense Training Pro- 
gram and students will receive 
eight hours of classroom instruc- 
|tion plus an overnight shelter ex- 
ercise. 

Shelby County is fortunate in 
having enough shelter space to 
protect everyone in the county 
from radiation should we have a 
nuclear attack but unless there is 
trained personnel to take over the 
management and control of these 
shelters their potential for survival 
will be greatly reduced. A mini- 
mum of 200 people are needed in 
this and at present only 35 have 
had this training. 

Classes .will begin at 9:30 A.M. 
on May 7th, and will be open to 
both men and women. This is an 
ideal course for husband and wife 
to attend together and if there 
should be small children in the 
family, Civil Defense will arrange 
for their care during the classroom 
hours and after this they would 
rejoin their parents in the shelter 
exercise. The immediate family of 
all students are invited to partic- 
ipate in the overnight shelter stay. 
A box lunch will be served at noon 
to all students and for supper, 
which will be during the shelter 
exercise, regular shelter supplies 
consisting of survival biscuits and 
carbohydrate supplement will be 
furnished. 

Our county has two very capable 
men that have had special training 
in Sheltér Management for In- 
structors. These two, Charles Led- 
better, Chief Chemist for SEGCO 
Plant, Wilsonville and James R. 
Wilkinson, Dean of Men, Alabama 
College will be assisted by two in- 
structors from the University Ex- 
tension Service.

An unusual item of $417,507.86 
appears in the general fund 
ceipts. This is money paid by the 
Alabama Company to the 
Board of Revenue in full settle- 
ment of damages to be caused by

the ferry. The Board of Revenue 
expeets to begin constructing these 
stretches of rond this fall; though 
Ernest Falkner, contractor, has be- 
gun clearing the right of way in 
rural areas. Members of the Board 
of Revenue have expressed grati- 
tude to the Alabama Power Com- 
pany officials for their cooperation 
in woring to a satisfactory settle- 
ment the matter of cost of recon- 
struction of these projects. Power 
Company officials in turn state 
that the plans and cost estimates 
prepared by County’ Engineer 
James L. Ray and his staff were 
very close to the estimate that 
they had made of this cost. They 
were cumplimentary of Mr. Ray 
and the very competent job that 
he had done in preparing the esti- 
mates, 

The Board of Revenue invested 
$375,000.00 of this money in gov- 
ernment bonds on April 1. The 
maturity dates have been stagger- 
ed. The bonds are expected to re- 
turn an income to the County of 
$13,366.70. This investment is in 
addition to $317,902.00 of general

fund money already invested in 
short term bonds. These bonds are 
expected to return in excess of 


37,000.00 before they are cashed 
later in the year to provide funds 
for the program of the Board. 
The only item of indebtedness, 
other than current obligations, 
continues to be for the voting ma- 
chines. The Board is paying for 
these machines at the the rate of 
$18,000.00 per year. After this 
year the Board will owe two addi- 
tional payments. Shelby County 
Board of Revenue has no bonded 
indebtedness, and has had none 
since July of 1953. The more than 
115 miles of county paved roads 
have all been paved on a cash 
isis. Not one mile has been built 
ith borrowed money.

The Cahaba 
Valley Civil Defense Police and 
Rescue Unit was organized in this 
area about two years ago. Lyndon 
Key gave good leadership to this 
fledging unit. They first bought a 
fire truck for $250.00 from the 
Cahaba Heights Fire Department; 
extensive repairs were made and 
the truck was placed into service. 
It has proven to be of considerable 
value to this area in the heart of 
North Shelby County. 

This unit, with an assist from 
the Columbiana Fire Department, 
and local help recently saved Ste- 
wart’s Store and the home of Mr. 
Turner just south of the Narrows 
on Highway 280. A ‘forest fire, 
raging out of control threatened 
to destroy each of these buildings. 
Just a few days before the Unit 
saved the Smith residence on Oak 
Mountain under similar conditions.

A foreign object swallowed is} 
jusually to be found in either of | 


| three regions: the esophagus or 
gullet, the stomach, or the large 
|bowel. When articles are caught 
jin the lower portion of the esoph- 
jugus, an oily material is given by 
mouth in an attempt to help the 
foreign body pass into the stom- 
ach. Many patients with foreign 
bodies stuck in the esophagus 
must be given surgical treatment 
to remove the article. The major- 
ity of foreign bodies are in the 
stomach when first medically ob- 
served. 


Every hospital is familiar with 
}cases where objects swallowed in- 
clude bolts, bobby pins, nails, 
|rings, keys, paper clips, lockets, 
| whistles, and tiny toys. The time 
when the object remains in the 


|stomach varies from a few hours | 


to three to ten days. 

While there is always anxiety 
in cases of swallowed objects in 
the stomach, physicians 
with the situation hold the opin- 
ion that usually it presents no im- 
mediate serious threat to the pa- 
tient. Once the object is in the 
stomach, sufficient time is allowed 
by the physician for 
spontaneously.

Some 5,000 Alabama Guardsmen | 
are undergoing accelerated 
training under the Defense De- 
partment’s Selected Reserve Forc-

These men assemble 
one and two weekends per month 
for 24 of actual training 
time.

The Alabama National Guard 
has been called to active duty in 
every national crisis since the 


Spanish-American War. There are 
some in its ranks today who are 
members of what is known as the 
* "41-51-61 Club”, having been on 
active duty in World War II, the 
Korean Conflict, and the Berlin 
Crisis. 

The National Guard is the only 
military body in the state which is 
responsive to the direct call of| 
Governor Wallace. While it was 
not generally publicized, last year | 
he called elements of the Guard to 
active duty 12 times to assist in 
various emergency relief opera- 
tions. 

Other services which the Nation- 
al Guard provides for Alabama 
include emergency electric power, 
assisting in the search for missing 
persons, photography of coast 
lines to measure erosion, emer- 
gency flights, and control of civil 
disturbances — all this, in addition 
to training for possible combat. 

Thus the state has at its dis- 
posal through Governor Wallace 
the protection and services of a 
trained force at a cost of approx- 
imately $1.1 million in state funds. 

The Alabama National Guard 
participates in all other service 
commemorations and observances, 
but it does not set aside a day for 
its own recognition, 

“It is fitting that we acknowl- 
edge the present day efforts and 
past history of our own rank of 
modern-day minutemen who pro- 
vide so many beneficial services 
for the people of Alabama,” Gov- 
ernor Wallace said.

Most people will probably 
claim Saturday as their favorite 
day of the week. It is a day of 
fun, fishing and festivity. It’s a 
great day for tinkering, snooz- 
ing, washing the car and catch- 
ing up with a thousand and one 
things that have been put off 
ofr a month of Sundays. It’s also 
a great day for hiding under the 
bed—at least between the hours 
of 6 and 7 p.m. According to ac- 
cident statistics this is the most 
hazardous single hour of the 
week for motorists. If you are 
out and around on Saturday— 
in fact, any day of the week— 
and feel the need to travel a bit 
faster, keep this in mind: Slow 
down—you're already traveling 
66,000 mph which is the speed 
of the earth in its orbit. 

You are also speeding alone 
at the rate of about 1000 mph 
with the earth’s rotation around 
it’s axis.

Scientists often catalogue 
dogs by their jaws, There are 
long-jawed dogs such as Do- 
berman Pinschers and Ger- 
man Shepherds and _ short- 
jawed dogs such as St. Ber- 
nards, Chow Chows and 
Pomeranians. 


Ears offer another clue. 
Spaniels, Poodles, Bassets 
and Bloodhounds have longer 
than normal ears. Erect 
ears may indicate Shepherd, 
Chow or Arctic sled dog an- 
cestry ... flop ears, hound 
ancestry. 

Then there's coat. Long, 
stand-offish guard hair is 
characteristic of the Chow 
and many Arctic dogs; long 
bristly hair that lies flat, 
Shepherds; wiry hair, terriers: 
short, fine hair, Dachschunds, 
Whippets, Miniature Pin- 
schers, etc. 

Dogs that are longer than 
they are tall may trace back 
to Dachshunds, Bassets or 
Welsh Corgis. 

And now study your dog’s 
actions for clues. Those that 
chase bicycles, cars or run- 
ning children, particularly if 
they also nip at heels or 
wheels without actually bit- 
ing, display the cattle-driving 
instinct of herd dogs such as 
Collies. Those that grab and 
shake toys exhibit terrier in- 
stincts. en out in the field 
those that test wind scents 
may harbor Pointer, Setter 
or Spaniel blood; while those 
that track with nose close to 
the ground are relatives to 
hounds. Those that delight in 
swimming in cold water may 
be descended from Spaniels, 
Retrievers or Poodles. 

Feeding tip: A good rule of 
thumb, if you're feeding your 
dog a quality prepared dry 
food such as Friskies, is to 
feed him % ounce of food per 
pound of dog a von Thus a 
32-pound dog would get 16 
ounces (1 pound) a day.

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The Struggle 


America’s program of military and economic assistance to 
the Republic of Vietnam reached new dimensions in 1965 as 
the size of the U.S. military force there increased to over 
175,000 men, 

The build-up began with the deployment of the 173d Air- 
borne Brigade from Okinawa in May. It was followed by the 
1st Brigade, 101st Airborne Division; the 1st Infantry Divi- 
sion; the ist Cavalry Division (Airmobile); and numerous 
other combat, combat support, and combat service support 
elements. 

Plei Me, Ia Drang Valley, the Michelin plantation—these 
and other little known places have become synonymous with 
deeds of valor by American soldiers. Alone and in joint oper- 
ations with Vietnamese forces, Army units have fought 
Viet Cong main force units of battalion and regimental size 
to a standstill. 

Logistical support conditions have been as difficult as any 
the U.S. Army has ever faced. Air fields and port facilities 
were totally inadequate; highways and railroads were sub- 
ject to interdiction by bands of Viet Cong guerrillas; essen- 
tial base areas had to be cleared of dense jungle and the 
guerrillas. 

To handle this formidable supply task the 1st Logistical 
Command was formed in Vietnam. Operating under the newly 
developed concepts of COSTAR II (Combat Service to the 
Army), this unit has performed prodigious feats in furnish- 
‘ng supply, service and maintenance support to the combat 
anitz. Foremost among fits many tasks has been the con- 
struction, from the ground up, of a modern port at Cam 
Ranh Bay which can handle the tons of supplies and equip- 
ment which are pouring into Vietnam each day. 

Much remains to be done, both in combatting the Viet Cong 
and in providing logistical support for the combat units. But 
the Army—indeed the entire country—can take pride in the 
manner in which it has responded to the challenge in Viet- 
pam. 


COTTON FARMERS AIM 
FOR FOURTH BIG YEAR 


When Alabama cotton growers 
produced 511 pounds of lint an acre

én 1963, and topped this with a 512| 
pound average in 1964, many said 
they’d never go over the bale-per- 
acre average three years in a row. 

But that’s exactly what they 
did. In 1965 the state average was 
502 pounds of lint an acre. And 
Alabama cotton farms are getting 
set to make it “four years in a 
row.” 

Extension Service agronomists 
credit increased yields to the adop- 
tion of betfer production and har- 
vesting practices. For example, 
growers treated 66 per cent of 
their planted acreage with herbi- 
cides last year—13 per cent more 
than in 1964—and the trend is ex- 
pected to continue this year. 

Mechanical harvesters are ex- 
pected to pick 80 per cent of the 
state’s estimated 600,000 acres 
this year as compared to 69 per 
cent in 1965.

It’s a painless method using 
intense cold rather than heat. 

Although it’s not yet being used} 
widely, freeze branding has several | 
advantages. In addition to being 
painless, it causes less hide dam- 
age than hot branding. Also, the 
growth of white hair and skin de- 
pigmentation at the brand site 
makes the mark easier.to spot at 
long distances. 

However, since the scientists 
have found the extreme cold de- 
stroys the pigment producing cells 
of the skin, this type branding 
would be of no advantage in brand- 
ing white animals. 

Freeze branding is done by di- 
rectly applying a_ super-chilled 


material, in the shape of the de-| 


sired identification mark, to an 
animal's skin.

ALFALFA BIDS ADIEU

Alfalfa, long regarded as “Queen 
of the Forages,” may be bidding 
adieu to Alabama. Her No, 1 ene- 
my, the alfalfa weevil, is chasing 
out the state's prize grazing crop. 

Five years ago, the state had 
20,000 acres in alfalfa, Today, 
there’s 8,000 acres concentrated 
entirely in North Alabama. 


Use of heptachlor and other 
chlorinated hydrocarbons, long 
time controls of alfalfa weevils, 
has been banned because of harm- 
ful residue. Now it’s necessary to 
use higher casting foliar insecti- 
cides of a lesser persistence in the 
spring after alfalfa is growing and 
larvae are present, 

An acceptable replacement of 
this fading forage is Coastal ber- 
mudagrass says Frank McQueen, 
Auburn University Extension sur- 
vey entomologist. It has fewer in- 
sect and disease problems and 
much longer lasting sods.

Illegal Strike Shuts Down 
Coal Mines of 
Alabama Power Company 
and : 
Southern Electric Generating Co. 


An illegal strike by the United Mine Workers of America against Alabama Power 
Company and Southern Electric Generating Company (SEGCO), a subsidiary, has shut 
down the companies’ mines since April 11. The strike is in clear violation of an existing. 
collective bargaining agreement with the union. No notice has been received from the 
union canceling the agreement which became effective April 2, 1964, and was to remain in 
force for two years and thereafter unless terminated, with 60 days’ notice, by one 
of the parties. 


In spite of the fact that the existing agreement has not been canceled and remains 
in effect, Alabama Power Company and SEGCO have expressed their willingness to sign 
a new contract identical to that recently negotiated by the union with the Bituminous 
Coal Operators Association for other electric utilities. 


Under the contract which the two companies are willing 
to sign with the union, all operators of continuous mining 
machinery and underground electricians would receive wage 
increases of *1.32 a day and all other mining employees 
would receive wage increases of *1 a day. These are the same 
increases accepted by the union in new contracts with other 
coal operators. Alabama Power and SEGCO also have offered 

, the same fringe benefits contained in the new contracts. 


Officials of the union have refused to enter into such 
: contracts with Alabama Power Company and SEGCO unless 
the companies agree to terms which would prevent the pur- 
chase of coal from producers whose employees are not repre- 
sented by the United Mine Workers of America. Such an 
agreement by the companies would clearly violate federal and 
state laws and, if accepted, would make the companies subject 
to legal action and possible substantial damages to producers 
who do not employ members of the United Mine Workers of 
America. 


In petitions before the National Labor Relations Board, the companies charged the 
union with violating the National Labor Relations Act by making such demands and by 
engaging in unlawful strike activity. The companies also filed suit against the union 
May 9 in United States District Court in Birmingham. These suits ask a total of $4 million 
in punitive damage and 52 million in compensatory damages. 


The strike by the union has forced the shutdown of Alabama Power Company’s 
mine at Gorgas in Walker County and of SEGCO’s two mines in Walker and Shelby 


2% ~~ ---Counties. In addition, the union. has caused independent operators supplying coal to 


Alabama Power Company and SEGCO to suspend operations even though some. of these 
operators have signed new contracts with the union. These affected operators include 
Alabama By-Products Corporation, Peabody Coal Company, Bankhead Mining Company, 
and. numerous other producers supplying coal from Alabama fields. 


The union’s unlawful strike has halted all deliveries 
of coal by rail and truck to the steam electric generating plants 
of Alabama Power Company and SEGCO, forcing the companies 
to depend upon the stocks on hand at the time the strike 
began. 


Since almost 80 percent of the companies’ generating 
capacity is provided by steam plants, a prolonged interruption 
of coal deliveries would threaten the supply of electricity to 
the public. 


The union's unlawful strike has caused and is causing enormous loss to the companies, 
to the economies of Walker and Shelby Counties, and to the miners and their families. 


Alabama Power Company and Southern Electric Generating Company have an 
obligation to provide their customers with dependable, economical, electric service, 
and we hope the union, its officers, and members will bring this illegal, needless, and 
costly strike to an early end.

Why have coal mines of 


Alabama Power Company and 


Southern Electric Generating Co. 


been shut down? 


Thomas N. Crawford, president, District 20, 
United Mine Workers of America (UMWA), has 
made a statement that the UMWA was ready, will- 
ing and able to sign a contract with Alabama Power 
Company and Southern Electric Generating Com- 
pany (SEGCO). The contract the UMWA has ex- 
pressed a willingness to sign is an entirely different 
contract presently in effect between the U MWA and 
the power companies. The commercial coal operators 
contract referred to by Mr. Crawford is not the type 
of contract recently signed by the UMWA with non- 
commercial producers, including electric utilities. 
The Alabama Power Company and SEGCO con- 
tracts with the UMWA, now in force, and the con- 
tracts recently signed by the UMWA with such non- 
commercial producers contain no terms which would 
prevent purchase of coal from mines not represented 
by UMWA. The contract now offered by Mr. Craw- 
ford to Alabama Power Company and SEGCO does 
contain such terms and the companies cannot legally 
sign such a contract. 

Alabama Power Company and SEGCO, unlike 
the commercial coal operators, burn all of the coal 
they produce and all the coal they buy in their elec- 
tric operations. They sell no coal. The commercial 
operators can evidently lawfully sign the contract 
referred to by Mr. Crawford. Our companies cannot 
legally do so. This fact was recognized in 1964 when 
the same kind of terms to which we object were ex- 
cluded from the UMWA contract signed by our com- 
panies and other non-commercial producers, includ- 
ing electric utilities. This has also been recognized 
this year in that the UMWA has entered into con- 
tracts with other such non-commercial producers 
like the contract now sought by Alabama Power 
Company and SEGCO. 

We are not asking for a contract to give Alabama 
Power and SEGCO advantage over the other coal 
producers. We are asking for a contract of the type 
we have heretofore signed, which others like us have 
signed this year, and which we can sign without vio- 
lation of the law. 

Mr. Crawford also made a statement on May 10 
that Alabama Power Company and Southern Elec- 
tric Generating Company have not lived up to their 


obligation with respect to the United Mine Workers 
of America Welfare and Retirement Fund. This is 
wholly unfounded. Every ton of coal produced from 
the companies’ reserves is produced under United 
Mine Workers contracts. The UMWA Welfare Fund 
has been paid 40° per ton on all such coal and the 
payments on coal so produced from our company- 
owned reserves in Walker County alone totalled over 
one million dollars in 1965. The 40° per ton was also 
paid on every ton produced in the Maxine mine in 
Jefferson County and the SEGCO No. 2 Mine in 
Shelby County. All of the coal produced at these 
mines was used by Alabama Power Company or 
SEGCO. The payments to the UMWA Welfare 
Fund on coal produced from reserves of the com- 
panies in Walker County and the named mines in 
Jefferson and Shelby Counties totalled more than 
$1,800,000 in 1965. In addition large payments were 
made to the UMWA Welfare Fund from other sup- 
pliers of the companies, the exact amount of which 
we do not know. The Power Company and SEGCO 
have fully performed all their contract obligations 
expressed or implied to the UMWA Welfare Fund. 


Under the recently negotiated new contracts 
with other coal operators which Alabama Power 
Company and SEGCO have offered to sign, contin- 
uous mining machine operators and underground 
electricians would receive a wage increase of 41.32 
a day, which would make the new daily wage rates, 
on a portal to portal basis, $28.44 and #28.11 respec- 
tively. All other mining employees would receive a 
wage increase of *1.00 a day, bringing a laborer’s 
daily wages to $25.13. These benefits plus eight paid 
holidays, increased vacation pay and pay for jury 
service time are being lost to our employees by this 
strike. 


This work stoppage is not because there is no 
contract. It is a work stoppage in violation of an 
existing contract. The simple question involved is 
whether United Mine Workers of America is willing 
to enter into the recently negotiated agreement 
which has been signed by the UMWA with other 
companies like ours or whether the UMWA will con- 


tinue to insist on our companies signing a different . 


contract which the companies cannot legally sign.

The answer to this condition, 
according to a leading nutritional 
uuthority, is a diet high in protein 
and low in the saturated type of 
fat. Such a diet, the doctor says, 
restricts beef, lamb, and pork while 
emphasizing fish, seafood, veal, 
fowl, and the low-fat dairy pro- 
ducts such as skim milk, fat-free 
buttermilk, and cottage cheese, In 
the study of 111 men who took 
part in the high-protein reducing 
diets, 97 were said to be success- 
ful in achieving a normal weight 
in a 10-week reducing period. The 
reducing diet ranged from 1,350 
to 2,000 calories, and the average 


| weight loss was 19 pounds. After 


the 10-week period, the reducing 
diet was altered to maintenance 
diet by adding a small amount of 
corn oil, fruits, vegetables, and 
bread. 

Seventy-four men followed the 


}maintenance diet for at least six 


months, and 56 followed it for at 
least one year, with blood choles- 
terol remaining level and average 
weight loss being maintained, This 
diet, according to the doctor re- 
porting on the study, maintains 
blood cholesterol at a low level un- 
like irregular effects on choles 
terol levels.

| HOMEOWNERS BEWARE 
}OF SHADE TREE PESTS 

County Extension agents from 
over the state reported this week 
|that many calls are coming to 
|their offices concerning shade tree 
| pests, 

Heading the list is the Eastern 
Tent Caterpiller. It’s dark-colored 
worm with white stripes along its 
back and a small, oval, bleu spot 
on each side of the body segments. 

The pest is building tent-like 
webs in the crotches of apple and 
wild cherry trees. The worms feed 
heavily on leaves and stems, — 

Only one generation occurs each 
year, say Auburn University Ex- 
tension entomologists. 

To control this pest, remove 
webs and burn or spray trees with 
DDT at a rate of two pounds of 
50 per cent wettable powder per 
100 gallons of water, For the one 
or two tree users, mix 1.5 ounces 
of wettable powder in five gallons 
of water.

UNDESIRABLE FISH 


Be on the lookout for a new and 
promising tool for the control of 
carp and other rough fish. It’s 
called antimycin and is being ex- 
perimented by Wisconsin wildlife 
specialists. 

According to Earl F. Kennamer, 
Extension wildlife specialist here, 
antimycin kills undesirable fish 
while allowing pike and largemouth 
bass to go free, It’s absorbed into 
the gills of fish, which are then 
killed by interference with respi- 
ration of the body cells. 

Gars, bowfin, goldfish and bull- 
heads are also susceptible. Antimy- 
cin kills the fertilized eggs of 
these, 

Other features of this promising 
control is that it has little effect 
on fish food, and it’s harmless to 
birds and mammals.

Are your pastures lovely with 
wild flowers? 

They shouldn’t be! Mowing be- 
fore weeds go to seed can help 
your pastures produce beef or milk 
instead of worthless weeds. 

Specially benefitted by mowing 
at this time are fescue pastures. 
Mow these as soon as_ possible, 
fertilize well, and keep cattle from 
grazing as long as possible into 
the fall or early winter. This will 
give a heavy growth for use when 
it is too cold for other grazing 
crops to grow. 

Bahia can still be planted, as can 
coastal bermuda. Fescue will do 
best if not planted before mid- 
August, and then only on firm soil. 

W.A.E. Aid Shelton Smith has 
had 10 acres cleared on his own 
farm. After one year in crops this 
will be planted to Fescue for win- 
ter and spring pasture.

A major function of the pollu- 
tion system is removal of oxygen- 
demanding solids from the water 
discharged by the mill. Up to 98 
per cent of all settleable solids in 
the discharge flow is removed im 
a large concrete basin equipped 
with mechanical arms which sweep 
slowly through the effluent. This 
“clarifier” up to 60 
tons a day of oxygen-demanding 
material, enough to fill 20 average 
dumptrucks. 

“Breathless” Fish 

If released to the river, this 
waste material would compete with 
the fish for available oxygen in 
the water, and might literaily 
take their breath away. 

The clarified water then 
leased to man-made 
lake with a capacity of 1.4 bil- 
lion gallons, where wastes are 
further settled and broken down by 
natural chemica lreactions. 

This giant aeration pond enables 
the system to respond to changing 
conditions in the river by 
seasonal variations of 
temperature, and to the river wat- 
er’s oxygen content. Water can be 
here if conditions do 
permit discharge into the river, 
Shirriff said. Aeration ponds that 
handled the water treatment re- 
quirements of the mill to 
expansion will be used for standby 
treatment, he said.

Our American flag is unique 
among the world’s—in that it has 
changed and grown even as the

But the familiar 13 ved and 
white stripes are enduring and will 
erve to remind us of our 
beginning as a nation.
